4. Claims 1 and 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kazuyuki et al JP 61-284257. cited in IDS. 

Note abstract and Figs. 4 and 6. As above Fig. 6 shows at least 4 openings that 
appear adapted to be arranged as claimed. 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references show breath or breathing gas samplers 
and/or analyzers. 

6. Costor et al, US 2004/06941 54, not prior art, discloses an arrangement for 
passive gas sampling but does not claim such an arrangement in combination with 3 
ports as claimed herein.
